St. Petersburg, Aug. 31.— The great 
battle of Llao Yang, which began ear- 
ly Tuesday morning, raged throughout 
tta« day with Increaalag intcnaity, but 
ap to tbia hour no further olBelal de- 
tailg beyond tb« two brief telegrams 
glren out In the afternoon have been 
received by the war office. 

Every confidence is expressed In 
Oen. Kuropatkln'a ability to meet the 
Japaneae aaaault on ground of bla 
own chooalng. but tha city ia hungry 
awaiting n«wa ot tha progreaa of the 
flght. 

The Japanese forces engaged In t^iis 
battle can only be estimated here, but 
thay are believed to number 200,000 
men. Oen. Kuropatkln ia known to 
have six army corps, besides 147 
HQuartrons of cavalry in which great 
confidence is reposed, bringing up the 
Russiiin total to about the same num- 
ber that the Japanese have. How the 
armies compara with regard to artil- 
lery is not definitely known, though 
throughout the war the Japaneae have 
shown ptont preference for thlS arm 
and sl<ill in i'd use. 

hepcrts from the front credit the 
Japanese with having about 1,200 
guns and many mountain batteries and 
it la known that they recently ahlpped 
24 heavy guna to Ylnkow. Four of 
these guns already have been men- 
tioned In these dispatches as being in 
action. 

Oen. Kuropatkln, In addition to h^a 
field batteriea, haa a number of very 
heavy guns emplaced at important po- 
sitions at Liao, where the Russians 
have beeA atronigly fortlfylns for aome 
time. 

The Japanese claim to have captur- 
ed two field batteries during the past 
two daya. RuMlan (Aoial aeoounta 
admit the loaa of only Ms guna. 

It is stated that a Japanese battery 
was cajilured soufh of Anshanshati 
during the preliminary fighting and 
that several Japanese goiui bftve been 
deatroyed alnce then. 

Little of the atrategle situation has 
developed thus far. Ofllclal news from 
the front says that there was desper- 
ate flghtini; (in t}i<» sduthun renter, 
while from information from other 
sources It apiwara that the Japanese 
are endeavoring to turn the Russian 
right from 'the neighborhood of the 
Junction of the Taltse and Sakhe riv- 
ers. The finhring on the western flank 
appPHrs to have approached Within 
three miles of Llao Yang. 

Liao Yang, Aug. 31.— A Russian cor- 
respondent supplies the following: 

"The historical moment has arrived 
and the battle of Liao Tang it in pro- 
grena. 

"It was not C (/clock Tuesday morn- 
ing when the first gun was fired, but 
aoon afterwards hundreda of cannon 
w^e thundering along our southern 
and eastern fronts. The center of our 
position Is located near the famous 
tower of Llao Yanj;. alxiut s< ven miles 
to the FoiitheaRt. The fighting there 
was of the most desperate character, 
but Is now going on near at the flanks. 
The biasing of ahella is distinctly audi- 
ble, and from the city it is easy to see 
the shells bursting. 

"Heavy guns were brought into nc 
tlon by both sides Tuesday, and their 
dull roar was discernible above the 
sharper detonation of field and moun 
tain guna. The Rusaiana are ualng 
big ordnance, which la in positien in 
the inner ring of the Llao Yang forts. 
The noisy Chinese population has sud- 
denly become quiet. Tli(> main street 
of Llao Yang, always the scene of the 
bualest trafllc and usually resounding 
with thousanda of ahrill volcea from 
annrtte to sunset, is now aa allent as 
If It were night. The inhabitants are 
watching the distant battle from the 
housetops and watch towers or are 
wandering gloomily in the atreeta. We 
are asking earNlTM If th4 tMe ot ba^ 
tie ia going to iwunp the dtjr, what 
la to beeome ot the hooaea and other 
pRVertyl"

He Waa Put to Death By a Mob and

Tasewell, Aug. 3L — disastrous 
flght occurred between, the Whltakers 
and Altlzera, on Indian creek, on the 
border of West Virginia, about 15 
miles north of here.

A TRIPLK TRAGEDY. 



War Department Decides That Militia 
When Participaitlng in Field In- 
atructiena With Regulars Are 
Not In the U. S. Cervioe. 

HeHdquarfers Camp, Gainesville, 'Va., 
Aug. 81. — Gen. Corbin Tuesday fixed 
September 10 as the date for holding 
the final review of the 26,000 troops 
to participate in the annual maneu- 
vers of the army, and Wellington, 'Va., 
as the place for holding the review. 
This decision was reached after the 
broad, sloping acres adjoining the rail- 
road track at Wellington had been in- 
spected by the general, accompanied 
by Col. Knight, a member ot hla staff. 
The inspection trip was made In an au- 
t(jmobile and the headquarters of Oen. 
(Jrant at Mana.«as was visited before 
the return was made to headquarters 
camp. 

The review ia to be a spectacular 
feature of the maneuvers and great 

preparations are iiiaUing by the South- 
ern railway to trantiport large crowds 
from W.i-liiiiLtoii and the east. 

The inspection trip to division camp 
No. 1 waa entirely latlsfactory. Gen 
Corbin is laying apecial emphasis on 
the lesson to be learned by the mili- 
tiamen regarding prc.per camp .^^anita- 
tion, the detrainment and entrainment 
of troops, and the proper laying out of 
the tented fields. The trackage facili- 
ties provided at each ot the camps 
furnish an excellent opportunity for 
the study of transportation facilities, 
and this object lesson is not to be 
overlooked as a part of the benefit of 
the maneuvers. 

Tueaday troops of cavalry and com- 
panlea of infantry were everywhere 
present in the maneuver zone. These 
practice marches are being made a 
part of the daily program of the two 
caiups. In the meantime the staff and

Mass. .1 Negro, was lynched by a mob 
here early Tuesday morning as a re- 
mit of an attempt to criminally as- 
sault Catherine Clay, a 15-year-old 
drl, in this coimty Monday. It is siip- 
[Kiscd the Negro's body was thrown 
into the river, but It has not yet been 
recovered. 

The mob was composed of a large 
number of men, but the olBclals have 
not yet been able to learn the identity 
Df any of them. 

The attciiipti'd assault occurred Mon- 
day afternoon when hhe girl, who had 
been sent on an errand, was walking 
through the corn field, five milea from 
the city. The Negro Jumped out and 
grabbed her, but she succeeded in 
wrenching herself free and made her 
way back to the home of tier uncle, 
whom she informed of the assault. Her 
uncle immediately aummoned hia aoii 
and aeveral frienda and set out to 
search for the Negro, who was found 
Just acro.ss the line, in Hickman coun- 
ty. He was captured and t)roiight to 
jail here. The Jailer waa away at the 
time the prisoner arrived, but came 
hogie at night 

About 1 o'clock Tuesday mornin*' the 
jailer, who sleeps near the prison, was 
ralU'd to the window by several in< n, 
who told him they had a prisoner for 
him. Finally, after much persuasion 
and -being shown a priaoner apparent- 
ly safely bomd and in charge ot 8ev> 
eral men, he aiipeared. He had no 
sooner reached tiic street when the 
supposed prisoner was i<deased and 
the demand was made for the keys of 
the Jail. Then the Jailer MW that he 
waa anrrounded by a large number of 
men. He begged the members of the 
mob to allow Justice to take its course, 
but his entreaties were useless, and, 
seeing resistance could accomplish 
nothing, he gave up the keys. 

The mob then rushed to the eel! ot 
the Negro and began ahooting at him; 
but were finally persuaded to desist by 
the Jailer. Then they broke open the 
cell and tying a rope aro\ind Bumpass' 
neck, dragged the almost tmconscloun 
Negro to the river, where they placed 
him on a flatboat -Md proceeded about 
100 yarda down atream. In about 15 
minutes they returned, and getting in-

It Was Won bjr Thoiiiae J. Hicks, Who 

is the Viret .American to 
Win This EvenL 



Olatatice ef the Race Waa 24 Miles and 

1,500 Yards and Waa Covered By 
the Winner in 3 Heura 28 Min- 
utea and SS tecende. 

St. U)uis. Aug. 31.— The Ol.vinpic 
Matatlion race, the third fool race 
contest of the kind ever held and the 
first ever held on American soil, par> 
tlcipated in by 81 men ciasaed otaaog 
tha fleetest nrnaars ot the world, was 
won Tuesday by Thomas .T. Hicks, of 
Cambridge. Mass., who is the first .Am- 
erican to win this t viiit, fi'iebrat.'d in 
tbe revival of Olympic games. Albert 
J. Corey, ot Chicago, a native bom 
Frenchman, eroaaed the goal line aec- 
ond, and A. L. Newton, of NeiT York, 
crossed third. Thn distance of the 
lace was 40 kilometres, efjual to 24 
miles and l.otKi yards. 

This distance was run by Hicivs in 
the ottldally announced time of 8 
hours, 28 minutes and 58 seconds; Co* 
rey, 8 hours 34 minutes and 16 see- 
onds: Newton, 3 hours 47 minutes and 
33 seconds. 

The first Olympic Marathon race 
was held at Athens, Greece, in 1896 
and won by Loues, a Greek, in 8 hours 
and 66 minutes; the second Olympic 
Marathon race was held In Paris In 
1900, and won by Teate. of Fiance. In 
2 hours and 59 minutes. The winner 
of Tuesday's race received a cup pre- 
sented by President Francis, of the 
exposition, and an Olympic champion- 
ship gold medal, the second a silver 
meda1*and the third a medal of bronze. 

Fred Lorg. of New York city, was 
the first runner to cross the goal line, 
but he was immediately disijualified 
on the charge that Ite had ridden about 
three miles in an automobile in trav- 
eralng the course over the country 
roads. Lorg readily admitted that he 
had done so because of physical ex- 
haustion for a time. 

There were thousands of spectators 
in the stadium amphitheater to wit- 
neaa the atart. The threatening day 
had cleared and the sun shone bright- 
ly. Forty runners had l)een entered 
in the race Imt oril> 31 stinii l. of 
whom K'l w« If Amt ricans. ten Greeks, 
iwo Kaftlis one Cuban, one French- 
man and one man from South Africa. 

The atarter'a pistol cracked at 3:03 
o'clock and Hicks sprang Into the lead 
with the field f»>llowing him at his 
heels. The racers ran five l;ips on the 
stadium track, and then, passing 
through a gate, struck out on the coim- 
try road course, which was designated 
by red flags showing the way. In en- 
lcrln«f the country road course Hicks 
had fallen bacli with six men ;ih»»ad. 
The course led o\er liills and tliiimnh 
dales innumerable. Iieing pronounced 
one of the most uphill aud down hill 
courses ever traveled by athletes in 
events and the roads were deep in 
dust.
